Innis  (Vancouver  East',  said.  "There  muit  be 
aomething  wrong  because  naval  men  to  whom 
1 have  talked  were  very  wrath  about  the  matter.” 
The  repl)Tof  the  Minister  was  "The  Information  ^ 
1 have  from  an  officer  of  the  Department  i Naval  ^ 
Affalrsi  is  that  there  was  never  any  question  of  ^ 
the  Warsplte  going  to  ItKjuimalt  for  repairs,  al-  ^ 
though  she  was  at  Esquimau  Any  repairs  that  ^ 
were  needed  were  Intended  to  be  made  else-  ^ 
where:  namely,  at  Bremert4>n.  In  any  event,  the  ^ 
dock  at  Esquimau  is  a public  works  dock,  not  a ^ 
naval  services  dock  The  captain  of  the  Warsplte  ^ 
wrote  to  say  how  gtxKl  they  were  to  him  at  ^ 
Esquimau."  The  Minister,  m another  sutement, 
reiterated  that  the  Warsplte  was  at  that  port  ^ 
lEsqulmalti,  but  not  for  the  purpose  of  being  ^ 
repaired. 

It  will  be  news  to  the  people  of  Esquimau,  ^ 
even  10  the  officers  and  men  of  H M.C.8.  ^ 
Naden.  ilaat  th*^y  enterttlned  H M 8 Warsplte  ^ 
unawares.  In  other  words,  ihey  must  have  done  ^ 
so  while  the  vessel  was  In  nearby  waters,  for  the  ^ 
battleship  did  not  enter  the  port  of  Esquimau.  ^ 
No  battleship  has  done  so  during  Uie  course  of 
this  war  The  Minister  for  Naval  Aflalrs  is  tar  ^ 
from  this  naval  ba.>e  and  possibly  cannot  keep  ^ 
hLs  finger  on  Ihc  pulse  nf  happenings  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  of  Canada.
